Chapter 8 - Tokens 

Tokens, store cards, etc. are an interesting phase of numismatics. A few of 
the many categories have been the subject of specialized publications available 
to collectors. However, many are unlisted in any publication. Often issued in small 
numbers and regarded as worthless by practical Yankees the surviving specimens are 
hard to find and frequently in poor, condition. Our printer was unable to get good 
illustrations of some of the specimens submitted but we hope this series will be 
helpful to collectors who have an interest in such items and want more information. 
Your editor urges everyone who has specimens or additional information to assist 
in making the series as complete as possible. 

Sutler Tokens 


Sutlers were storekeepers who operated in connection with army outfits. They 
would cash a soldier's pay check and give scrip and tokens for balance due him. 

This practice was most common during the Civil War when coins were scarce. The 
only sutler issueing tokens for New Hampshire regiments was W, A. Farr of the 14th 
New Hampshire Volunteers. Our first illustration in this issue shows the obverse 
and the next two show reverse for the 5/ and 25/ tokens. The 5/ is copper and the 
25/ is white metal. A 10/ value was also issued. All are quite rare. 

Post Exchange Tokens 

The only New Hampshire tokens known in this category are from Fort Constitution, 
Formerly Fort William and Mary, at Newcastle, N.H. These are illustrated in the 2nd 
row inside cover. The undated 5/ variety has both obverse and reverse illustrated. 

The 1911 variety with crossed cannons has reverse with "GOOD FOR/ 5// IN TRADE" in 
a beaded border. Both are aluminum. The 1911 variety seems to be the rarer. 

Navy Base Tokens 

Souvenir tokens issued for Navy Day in 1947 had obverse shown at top right. The 
reverse was blank. The 1948 Navy day token wqs diamond shaped as shown inverted at 
right of second row. Reverse is blank. DOES ANYONE HAVE A SIMILAR 1949 T0KEN7 There 
was a 1946 issue like the 1947. (only specimen seen is holed) 

The other diamond shaped token shown is a 1950 Armed Forces Day token . Obverse 
"PORTSMOUTH (slanting up), KITTERY AREA (slanting down)/ARMED FORCED DAY/MAY 20 1950". 
Reverse shown "ARMY NAVY/ "TEAMED FOR DEFENSE"/ AIR FORCE MARINE CORPS". Aluminum. 

An undated token with no lettering was marked on the holder "Navy Y a rd, Portsmouth" 
This has a ship (submarine) on one side) the other side is blank. Possibly this was the 
1949 token but there is not proof of it being from Portsmouth or the date. Aluminum. 


Air Base Tokens 


The center row shows tokens from Pease Air Base, Newington, N.H. The 5/ value 
comes in both brass and aluminum with same dies as shown. Also shown are the 10/ and 
50/ values in brass, with similar dies. Quite likely there may be a 25/ value in brass 
and also the other 3 values in aluminum. Please report to editor if you have any not 
shewn. Pease also used tokens like the second in fourth row and fourth in last row 
made of aluminum with copper colored coating on front and back. There was also a 25/ 
value like the 3rd in bottom row, and probably a similar 5/ value. W$o has one? 


Grenier Air Base used brass tokens like the first ( 5/ > and last (25/) in the 4th 
row and the 10/ in the bottom row. They also had similar tokens in aluminum with same 
r.v . r>0 ai „ but obver ,. s lit.
